(No Bank Guarantee is required from Public Sector Projects/Under¬ 
takings). The Department of Economic Affairs wiU s“nd copy of the 
purchase order (o CIDA, Ottawa through the Canadian High Com¬ 
mission authorising them to i.ssue confirming purchase order to tha 
Canadian supplier. 

'(ill) The purchase order should contain precise details as follows: 

(a) Specify that it is subject to confirmation by CIDA. 

(b) Detailed specifications, quantity, unit of measure and price of the 

materials or commodities to be suppUed. 

(c) Detailed delivery instructions. 

(d) Information that the FAS Canadian seaport, Including all terminal 

charges (or FOB vessel costs in the case of bulk imports) will b« 
paid by CIDA. 

(e) Advice concerning the arrangements which will be made for insurance 
and payment of Ocean freight or other means of transportation. 
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(f) The name and address of the ultimate consignee, the notify party (If. 

appUcahle) and the port of discharge. 

(g) Instructions to the suppliers that they should send by FAST Air Mail 

the negotiable shipping documents to the designated Indian Bank and 
simultaneously, submit the payment documents to CIDA for pay¬ 
ment, Subsequently, after receiving payment advice from CIDA, the- 
suppliers should indicate by Air Mail, the date and amount of pay¬ 
ment (by CIDA) to the importer. While submitting documents to 
CIDA for payments, the supplier should certify to CIDA that (a) 
they have despatched original shipping documents to the Bank in 
India by Air Mail, and (b) immediately after receiving payment, they 
would Intimate to the importers by Air Mail the amount and the date 
of payment by CIDA (on receipt of intimation of payment from sup¬ 
pliers, the importer would produce the same to the Bank for necessary 
action by them).

The CIDA would 
verify the certification of the supplier, vide (g) above while making payment.^ 
to them. 


7. Report on Ordering .— 

On the first of each month, a report of orders placed as In the form Appendix 
‘C’ attached herewith should be sent by the Importers to the Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs, Economic Aid Accounts Branch and also to 
Foreign Exchange Section, Ministry of Industrial Development, Udyog Bhavan, 
New Delhi. The report should cover all licences and eUgib'’e imports and should 
continue to be sent until the import licence is fully utilised. 


6.Payments against import' licence .— 

(1) The import licence will not be valid for remittance of FAS or FOB cost

(11) The Indian Bank which has furnished the guarantee will receive the 
original shipping documents from the Canadian suppUers but should 
release the documents to the Indian Importers only after ensuring that 
the Importer has deposited the rupee equivalent of the FOB/FAS 
cost of the import paid to the supplier by the CIDA into the Account 
of Government of India, the rupee equivalent being calculated at the

The necessary rupee' 
deposits relating to FOB/FAS cost and Interest must he arranged to 
be made within 7 days of receipt of documents and advice of payment

Important Notes.— 

It should be noted very carefully that the said exchange rate Is the prevailing 
composite rate of exchange and is subject to .'hange which, as and when decided 
upon by the Government of India, will be communicated to the Importers/bankets. 

(iii) The deposits shall be made normally at the Reserve Bank of Indlh, New 
Delhi or the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari Delhi, where this is 
not feasible, it i.s also perrnis.sible to remit by means of a demand 
draft drawn on and in favour of the State Bank of India, Tls Hazari 
Branch, Delhi .supported by challans (In quadruplicate with one copy 
marked in red ink “For Ministry of Finance, DeparUnent of F-conemte 
Affairs’'). The importer should also fill in duplicate form ‘S’ incor¬

(iv) The Indian Bank concerned shall send one copy of the treasury challans 

in the use of deposits made at the Reserve Bank of India to the 
Controller of Aid Accounts, Finance Ministry, Department of Economic 
Affairs, Jeevan Deep Building, 10, Parliament Street, New Delhi. A 
statement giving full detail-s of t'ae import ana one set of documents 
(invoice, Bill of Lading, evidence of payment with date) should be 
submitted to the Ministry In all cases. When all imports against 
an Import licence are completed and the importers’ bank applies for 
release of bank guarantee, such request should invariably be made in 
the form indicated In Appendix ‘D’ accompanied by a certificate from, 
importer confirming that wherever loss or damage to goods in transit 
Or short landing of goods has occurred, suitable claim relative to¬ 
ll has been preferred along with details thereof. It should be noted 
that unless these are omplled with, release of bank guaranty, will 
not he considered. 

(v) The Indian Bank concerned wlU verify, before making remittance of 

Ocean freight amounts, that the necessary recoveries on account of 
FOB/FAS cost of goods, paid by CIDA and also for Interest charges 
at 8 per cent p,a. from date of payment to date of deposit, have been 
made and the amounts credited to Government Account. 

(vl) Ocean freight and inspection .—

9, Insurance .— 

CIDA should be advised Immediately concerning any shortages, demages or 
losses directly attributable to the Ocean carrier for which it is intended to place 
a claim on the insurance company. 
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Should-Importer receive directly or Indirectly any payment of marine In¬ 
surance rwnUlng from claims for loss or damage under a marine insurance policy, 
he shall immediately notify CIDA of such payment and shall use such proceeds 
to replace the commodities or materials or portion thereof with like goods from 
.a Canadian source. 

10. Disputes .— 

The Importer shall note that the Government will not undertake any responsi¬ 
bility for disputes, if any, that may arise. 

11. Future Instructions .— 

The importer shall promptly comply with any directions. Instructions or orders 
Issued by the Government regarding any and all matters arising from or per¬ 
taining to the import licence.
